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1. Action Requested: That you sign the attached correspondence^back to 
Dr. William R. Graham.' "Chairma n of th e General Advisory Committee (GAC) on 
Arms Control and Disarmament. 


2. Background: You received last Friday a short letter from Dr.^Grahar^ 
(attached on left )7 His letter offered you a short briefing on the GAC's work 
on Soviet compliance issues, and, moreover, asked for a short paper addressing 
the Intelligence Community's (IC) d eployme nt of its collection assets against 
important strategic missile events. 


3. The first element of Dr. Graham's letter probably is theresult in 
part of efforts by me to gain access to the work done in this Administration 
on Soviet compliance with arms control accords. I have been seeking such 
material, with increasing loudness, because my sense is that this work 
contains the conclusions of intelligence analysis done outside the IC and, 
issues of "turf" and propriety aside, the work would be helpful toanalysts. 
Several NSC Staff officers, among others, have been helpful to me in gaining 
access to such compliance papers and the material I have acquired so far, in 
fact, will be helpful to IC analysts working on specific topics.

good one and it so happens That the IC has already started down this road. I 
received last Wednesday a draft paper from the IC Staff about this question. 
We will be issuing a memorandum into the IC for coordination this week. 
Coordination, involving all production and collection elements of the IC, 
should be completed the week of 30 May. A cop y of tha t paper will be 
available by early June to be sent to the GAC.

Dear Mr. Casey: 

The General Advisory Committee is currently review- 
ing the history of Soviet compliance with arms control 
agreements and associated verification issues. We would 
like to brief you and your staff on our work in the near 
future . 

In considering the SS-X-24 and PL-5 Soviet ICBMs, we 
have become interested in the deployment and operation of 
U.S. assets for collection against Soviet ICBM tests. We 
are also interested in the approach that the intelligence 
community has taken for integrating and coordinating the 
management of ICBM test collection assets. 

We would find helpful a short paper addressing the 
institutional and administrative arrangements that the 
community uses to maximize the availability and effective- 
ness of assets for collection against important strategic 
missile events, the provisions for coordinating the avail- 
ability of complementary assets, and the strategy for re- 
solving conflicts among requirements for coverage of 
events and targets. If you could provide us with such a 
short paper, we would be most appreciative.
